SOME CONFLICTING 
FACTORS. 


‘Wire the prospective opening of 
negotiations in Hupeb, of which 
notwithstanding scanty news there 
seems to be no reasonable doubt, it! 
may be useful to attempt some 
analysis of contending influences. 
To begin with geographical distinc- 
tions, the revolution as it stands to- 
day may safely be described, on 
broad lines, as a conflict of north 
and south, with the Yangtze as the 
dividing line. In the case of some 
provinces, of course, much revolu- 
tionary territory lies north of the 
great river. Bat for general pur- 
poses it may be said that the recap- 
tare of Hanyang pats all the country 
north of the Yangtze Valley into 
the power of the Imperialists. Of 
the provinces on the opposing side 
it may be assumed that Hapeb 
would take the lead in coming to 
terms as it took the lead in raising 
the standard of revolt. Whether 
it will do so or not is a question on 
which no man can pretend to pro- 
phesy. For tho moment we are 
merely concerned with the possible 
attitude of other provinces if and 
when the men who have been the 
mainspring of the canse decide 
the time has come to make) 
peace Next in importance to 

‘apeh’ might be placed Kiangsa, 
largely, indeed principally, swayed 
from Shanghai. The difficulty 
here in the pathway of an agreement 
is thatthe deliberations of Shanghai 
are so largely influenced by the 
doctrinuire class. Against this, 
however, might be set the great 
body of commercial feeling, the 
men who have been accustomed for 
generations to view life from the 
standpoint of business, We do 
not know yet what influence these 
men can exert, but there seems 
good ground for believing that 
they would welcome a cessation of 
hostilities. The same may, perbaps, 
be said of Chckiang and the same 
of Fokien, the inhabitants of the 
latter province certainly possessing 
no great reputation for a warlike 
spirit. In Canton, however, a 
different problem has to be faced, 
the fierce disposition of the people 



























instincts of the merchants may 
weigh against useless hostilities ; 
but very few persons will care to be 
optimistic as to the return of Canton 
to northern allegiance. Anbui and 
Hunan may be swoyed by the num- 
bers of resident gentry and ex- 
officials, both of which classes 
mistrust the student body, but it is 
difficult to know what to think of 
either province. Kiangsi, Yiianan 
and Kueichow would probably go 
with the majority as they have done| 
hitherto. There remains the vast 
unknown quantity of Szechuan, 
which in its apparent intolerance 
of any outside control is possibly. 
the greatest obstacle of all in the 
path of a united settlement. 

How many conflicting interests, 
how many diverse currents of 
opinion there may be in each of 
these provinces, it would probably 
need a volume xt lesst and not 
single article, in which to analyze. 
Bat cortaia broad distinctions may 
be drawn, first among which might 
be placed the doctrinaire class. In 
this would be included the mass of 
modern-trained students, the men 
who have been largely responsible 
for the spread of the call for a 
Chineso republic, and who are 
probably in this as in all revolutions 
the least tractable when negotiation 
begins. We do not underrate 
jer the inflaence that they wield 
-xtension of the : evolutionary 
cause is evidence of that—nor the 
sincerity of their beliefs. What 
wo do hold is that they are prema- 
ture in their ambitions and that if 
they refuse to take the opportunity 
now offered of making a profitable 
bargain they will be acting with a 
perverted senso of patriotism. Be- 
hind them lie the tens of millions 
of the voiceless multitades of China, 
to whom the form of government 
is of less moment than its stability. 
With such as these the Manchu 
Government has failed, not because 
of its iniquity, but becanse of its 
weakness. The se submit to 
power, and so long as tho classes at 
the head of the revolution can show 
them power they will accept it, by 
whatever name it is called. But 
directly dissensions begin, popular 
dissatisfaction, restlessness among 
the men who have not yet 
made themselves héard, will be 
aroused, with what result it can 
only dimly be imagined. The third 
great division is that of the army, 
and this for the moment is the most 
scrions of all. It is a matter of com- 
mon knowledge that the republican 
leaders are bard put to it to find the 
soldiers’ psy, and as the southern 


army rose against the Manchus 





























have taught the soldier his power as 
he had never realized it before : and 
in the event of some bargain being 
strack between south and north, one 
of the first requisites will be to see 
that the soldiers are properly dis- 
posed of, under leaders whom they 
will trust and with no stint of 
money and other allowances. Other- 
wise there is too much reason to 
fear that they will break up in 
marauding bands to swell the tale 
of robbery and devastation which 
has already begun in most of the 
traditionally unruly parts of the 
country. 

In emphasizing the weak points 
of the revolutionary cause we do 
‘not lose sight of the strong. The 
events of the past seven weeks have 
revealed an amount of solid material 
in China, the existence of which 
possibly even her most enthusiastic 
dmirers did not suspect. Bat as 
it is impossible to believe that that 
material can properly be exploited 
by republicanism so must it be 
thought that every day that the 
civil war drags on tends to dis- 
sipate the chances of a permanently 
peaceful settlement. Th no 
need to recount again what Peking 
bas pledged; the reorganization 
withio existing outlines which is 
guaranteed by the extremities of 
the capital, by the forces that are 
still arrayed against it and, 
believe, by the statesmanship 
Yuan Shih-kai. It is, moreover, 
an extremely fortunate thing that 
the Emperor himself is still a 
Were he a man, the antagonism to 
the Manchu dynasty gua Manchu 
would have new grounds of reason. 
As thiogs are, it need not be im- 
possible to mould bis Majesty's 
character in a new direction, to 
wean him from the pernicious 
inflaences of the past. The settle- 
ment for which we plead is not that 
one, certainly, of which the re- 
publicans have dreamed, the triam- 
phant expulsion of Emperor, Re- 
gent, princes, nobles and all ‘their 
train of parasites. But which 
would be the better course in 
practical politics, the complete 
overthrow of the old system, 
with all the attendant difficulties 
of constructing a new, or the 
gradaal modification and absorp- 
tion of it, in the maoner in 
which China has absorbed other 
conquerors in the past, and by 
clearly specified constitional means? 
It woul:l be easy to exaggerate the 
importance of the alleged Manchu 
plot which we report elsewhere. 
On sentimental grounds, there is 
enough already to prove the worth- 
lessness of the Manchu nobility. On

TERRIBLE RAILWAY

A BROKEN BRIDGE.

It was impossible to effect rescues 
as all the bots had gone. One 
swimmer was rescued after clinging 
to a tree for two hours, Ten are 
still on the top of a carriage, swirling 
in the current which frustrated an 
attempt to rescue them by means of 
a raft. One of the rescuers was 
drowned.—Renter.

‘A depatation from missionary 
societies carrying on work in 
Nyasaland, Central Africa and 
elsewhere, has waited upon Mr.

It was urged 
that sleeping sickness was so 
serious that it was impossible to 
await the Commission’s report be- 
fore combating the disease as the 
havoc wrought would be too great, 
and would also be a severe check on 
commercial, agricultaral and mis- 
sionary work.

TERRIBLE EXPLOSION 
IN LIVERPOOL, 
HEARTRENDING SCENES. 


London, Nor. 24. 
Ten persons have beon killed and 


: laa injured by an explosion im an 


oil mill in Liverpool. 

Byewitnesses describe most heart- 
rending scenes that followed the 
explosion. The workers rashed 
out of the mill with their hair 
burned off, many being unrecogniz~ 
able, while others had arms and 
ether limbs broken. The noise of 
the explosion was like the firing of 
a cannon and it shook the neigh- 
bourhood. Almost instantly, des- 
pite "furious outbursts of flame, a 
host.fof ;voluntecrs eagerly:took up 
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the reécue work. They were fol- 
lowed by doctors and nurses and 
soon the Northers Hospital was 
crowded with patients, who 
were conveyed there in vebicles 
hurried to the spot for that purpose. 





GALLANT RESCUERS. 
Nov. 26. 
There were 400 persons in the 
building time of the explos- 
ion and everyone was hurled to the 
ground, The floor seemed to split 
in two, flames shot up through the 
roof, which was blown off. Showers 
of stones, bricks and débris mixed 
with human remains descended in 
the neighbourhood. The walls then 
collapsed. There were the most 
gallant rosones. The bodies are 
being removed from the buildings, 
and up to the present time thirty- 
three are found to have been killed 
and seventy-five injured. 
THE FIREMEN'S SKILL. 
When the fire-brigade arrived, 
men were seen at the windows with 
the fire raging behind them. Some 
miraculous escapes were made, due 
to the firemen’s amazing skill.

REMOVAL OF THE BODIES. 
Processions are still on their way 
to the hospital, and bodies are 
being conveyed’ to the Princess 
Dock mortuary, where relatives 
are identifying them.

CONSISTENCY.

Ix replying to the letter from Mr. 
U. R. Shaw which we publish to-day 
we would, at the outset, express our 
precintion of the courteous tone 
t he adopts, coupled with the 
wish that, if the reply be brief, it 
may at least breathe the samo spirit. 
To begin, then, with the general 
charge, thatin earlier leading arti- 
cles we belittled the revolution, we 
admit frankly that we underestimat- 
ed the force of the movement, as did 
at least a considerable number of 
the most experienced observers. 
‘There was, at the beginning, 
nothing to suggest that the Wa 
chang revolt need be very much 
more serious than the rising in 
Szechuan, or than almost any one 
of the abortive revolts that have 
occarred in recent years. Events, 
of course, have proved that estimate 
as we admitted in last 
leader. But there re- 
mained this great point for con- 
sideration. Once the central point 
was removed —and it will be allow- 
their bad govern- 
ment, the Manchu dynasty con- 
trived to hold the Empire together 
—was an abstract republican ideal 
likely to prove binding enough to 
overcome the enormous physical, 
moral and financial difficulties of 
bringing all provinces of China into 
? Oar “sympathies,” to use 
the word that Mr. Shaw employs 
although we protest against its ap- 
plicability in the sense in which he 
would seem to use it, were directed 
to this end : are the salvation, unity 
and prosperity of China most firm- 
ly to be secured under a republic 
or under a limited monarchy ? As 
a matter of probability, based on 
all considerations, we put our faith 
in the limited monarchy. In that 
view also we can claim a large ad- 
herence of public opinion. Even 
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Dr. Wu Ting-fang admits tbat he 
has but recently been converted to 
1epublicanism and unquestionably 
there are still many on the other 
side. Meanwhile, it takes time to 
bring one side or the other perman- 
ently to the top ; and as the winter 
approaches and the revolution drags 
on, we have to face the usual con- 
comitant of all departure from the 
normal, the danger of public dis- 
order, of want arising from the 
dislocation of ordinary business and 
of depredation. Already this fear, 
clearly anticipated in our colamns, 
would seem to find justification, in 
North 
Kiangsu, parts of Chékiang and on 
the West River, enough at least to 
prompt an investigation of means 
available for the defence of British 
lives and property in China. We 
venture to contend that yesterday’ 
leading article was the logical out- 
come of a position already long 
taken, and of the particular news 
of the week. As Mr. Shaw says, 
wo have always deprecated interfe- 
rence with the fight between Impe- 
rislists and revolutiovists and we 
deprecate it still, nor can we find 
anything in yesterday’s article con- 
trary to that principle. The point 
on which we laid emphasis was 
whether Great Britain’s policy of 
protection was being adequately en- 
forced, in view of the gravity of 
long protracted revolution, already 
foreseen, and of the 5 com- 
jiaints of Ichang and Hankow.

Jost as the choice of a leader 
for one of the great political parties 
of the State is hardly so much a 
party as a national question, so the 
reaons upon which such a choices 
was recently made are in them- 
selves a subject of national interest. 





We are told that Mr. Walter Long 
was rejected because he represented 
the interests of the country gentry, 
and that Mr. Austen Chamberlain 
would not do, because he was too 
closely connected with industrial 
interests. Why then, it may be 
asked, was Mr. Bonar Law the 
choice of the party? A political 
opponent might say that it was 
because he represented nobody in 
particular. But it is preferable to 
believe, even if perchance the wish 
be father to the thought, that he 
represents the grext middle class 
in which the country has in the 
past, by the general admission of 
historians, been peculiarly fortunate 
At the present time that class 
stands in special need of energetic 
representation and inspiring leader- 
ship. Surrounded as it is by new 
growths, social and political, dis- 
tinguished by the extremism that 
is often characteristia of 
novation, it can scarcely be said to 
be holding its own. Although it 
may be argued that certain external 
influences bave combined to bring 
about its decline, the fault is to a 
great extent to be found nearer at 
home. A relatively thriftless poor 
and an extravagant wealthy class 
have frequently been mentioned as 
defects in the social @cheme of the 
United Kingdom. But it is only 
within the last ten years or so that 
the middle class, in ils efforts to 
emulate the latter, has ran the 
serious risk of incorporating itself 
with the former. 
daring which British progress was 
the wonder of the world it was the 
solidarity and sound sense of the 
middle-class that was the backbone 
‘of national prosperity. But success 
brought with it new pitfalls, and 
the  panem et circenses” 
prosperous Rome finds its counter- 
part in modern England in the 
craving for continuous amusement, 
for football, picture palaces and 
week-end holidays. 

With this widening of the galt 
that separates what are convention- 
ally called the upper and the lower 
classes, class antagonism of a bitter- 
ness hitherto unknown in England 
has become an important factor in 
political and social evolution. The 
taxation of the rich for the benefit 
of the poor ig a remedy of which 
much has been heard. But it does 
not go to the root of the difficulty, 
which is rather to be found in the 
depths of social misunderstanding. 
Lord Selborne, speaking recently 
at Oxford, said that the great 
nations! danger was ignorance, 
ignorance of one half of Great 
Britain as to how the other half 
lives. The man, he said, who did 
not know, something about bi 
fellow countrymen was ar

half his work in the world. The 
charge is one that is frequently 
made against University men in 
particular, and is in itself an ins- 
tance of social misunderstanding. 
For the view that the Universities 
are a close preserve for gilded and 
indolent youth is year by year 
supported by less justification. ‘The 
work of the Universities and public 
schools, the personal service of their 
members, among the London poor, 
in East-end mission work, and in 
the organization of working men’s 
clubs, is praiseworthy effort, of 
which the public knows little, to 
pel that social igaorance to 
which allusion has been made. 
The benefit is mutual, and it was 
for the extension of such truly 
educative work that Lord Selborne 
was pleading at the time, Bat his 
appeal hada far wider scope.

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nor the object of charity. The 
rich must understand what the poor 
do with 00 little, the poor what the 
rich do with so much. Surprises 
are, assuredly, in store for both. 
- And the effort must, for obvious 
reasons, be made in the first place 
by the rich. ‘That effort involves 
ronal service, the realization that 
rth and wealth and education 
confer responsibilities as well as 
benefits. Without that effort good- 
will can effect nothing that is of 
anent value. If the attempt 
made, it will not be long before 
it is reciprocated. And it must be 
made soon, if the nation is to 
escape from: its present groove of 
class antagonism, class reserve and 
class selfishness in politics and the 
social life. It is not a vague ideal, 
but a perfectly practical aim, which 
may be attained, little by little, in 
every-day intercourse. Only thus 
will the critics of the fature be xn- 
able tosay, as Lord Selborne said at 
Oxford, that “the present genera- 
tion is playing for safety, not for 
honour, for security and’ not for 
work.” 


THE DEBACLE AT 
WUCHANG 


Nov, 29. 


Iw all the course of this amazing’ 
revolution nothing surely more 
dramatic has heen heard of than 
the capture of Hanyang, followed 
by the capitulation of Wachang. 
Elsewhere to-day, the military 
movements of the past week are 
traced as far as is permissible in 
the light of the news that has come 
to hand. Leaving political sympa- 








thies out of consideration, we cannot | i 


doubt that otir correspondent’s 
eulogy of the slogged persistence 
of the one party, the reckless 
bravery of the other, will be widely 
endorsed. The greater omphasis 
must be laid on this aspect of the 
straggle, because the opening of 
hostilities, those early immature 
skirmishes about Ten Kilometre sta 
tion, seemed to suggest a different 
spirit in the combatant would 
we pay the amplest tribute to the 
brave men who have fought and 
fallen, have pushed a few steps for- 
ward and have heen hurled back, 
only to renew the attack with unflag- 
ging determination for five days and 
nights without pause or rest. A 
fortnight ago the general world 
was disposed to think no more of| 
the struggle at Hankow. | It seemed 
as if it were but a question of time 
hefore the revolutionary cause must 
triumph completely. " The event 
has proved that practically every- 
body outside the immediate sphere 
of ‘action—Chinese who declared 


















that the Northern Army was but 
awaiting a suitable opportunity to 
join the revolt, as well as foreigners 
dazzled by the meteoric success of 
the revolutionary cause—has utterly 
miscalculated the spirit of the 
Imperialist troops. In axother 
direction also, there would seem to 
have been some. miscalculation. 
How far the name of Yuan Shih- 
kai may have fired the ardour of the 
‘attack on Hanyang, we may never 
know. But the plain fact remains 
that Yuan's return tothe capital bas 
coincided with the turning-point 
in the fortunes of Peking. The 
return of Shantang to its allegiance, 
the determined stand at Nanking 
and the débécle in Hupeh, all these 
events would seem to prove that 
Yuan Shih-kai has lost neither 
prestige nor practical means of 
using it. With the nation at 
large Yuan Shih-kai may not 
be trusted. But the undoubted 
eagerness of the revolutionary party 
to win him to their cause, no less 
than the course of recent events, 
is evidence of the power that he 
wields. It is another example of the 
aptitude of the Chinese to follow a 
man, not an idea, additional proof, 
if such were needed, of the utter 
unsuitability of republicanism for 
the Chinese nation. 

It will be well, however, to 
review the situation as it now 
stands with all possible calmness. 
As the world has been prone to 
rush to one extremity of opinion, so 
it may too easily veor round to the 
other. China is not yet out of the 
wool in spite of ‘the delirious 
optimism of Peking, which by the 
way, in foreign us in Chinese circles, 
would seem to have been quite 
capable of viewing the revolution 
judicially. Nanking remains heavily 
beleaguered ; and although for the 
moment the attack has been check- 
ed by the need of siege-guns. as 
anticipated in these columns some 
days ago, the resistance. of Gencral 
Chang's forces may well give way 
before help can reach him from 
elsewhere. Much as the ardour of 
the revolutionary forces is likely to 
be damped by ‘the bad news from 
up river, it is quite on the cards 
that with practically the whole of 
of the south at their backs and the 
comparatively insignificant numbers! 
‘of General Chang's troops before 
thom, they will refuse to listen to 
the entreaties of Peking to cease 
fighting. Moreover. we have yet 
to learn what will come of the 
overtures for peace that now eman- 
ate from the revolutionaries at 
Wuchang. The position, at least 
in Hupeh, has wholly changed from 
the Imperialist standpoint. Con- 
cessions which Peking was onl 
too ansious to yield when its. ve 
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existence hung in the balance, may 
be considered altogether differently 
now that it is the other party’s turn 
to ask for an armistice, The 
Throne has been humiliated to the 
dust ; it has been made the object 
of the mingled scorn and pity of 
the whole world. Yet its triumph- 
ing foes refused to listen to any 
appeal for mercy or for reason = 
and the desire for revenge is 
human, particularly in the heart of 
Peking officialdom. Left to them- 
selves, there might well be doubts 
as to what use the Manchus might 
be tempted to make of victory. But 
China has to deal with another than 
the Manchu clique. Whatever else 
the rovolution may have left in 
doubt, it has made this much clear, 
that for the time being the Manchu 
domination is in abeyance and that, 
if there is to be any pormanent 
peace for China, it must not be 
allowed to rise again to ils old 
eminence. Even if he were a 
vengeful man, as he is not, Yuan 
Shih-kai might hesitate, for reasons 
of statesmanship, to lend himself to 
schemes of revenge. The compar- 
atively bloodless course of tho 
revolution has really been a more 
formidable warning to Peking than 
many dofeats at arms could have 
conveyed. To abate now from the 
concessions wrung from the Throne 
would awake suspicions that could 
lead to nothing but perpetuation of 
disorder. Doubtless it is not easy 
for Yuan to tell the Prince Regent 
that he must, to all intents and 
purposes, abdicate. But the way 
bas here been made smooth for him 
by the Regent's oath to observe the 
nineteen articles of constitution, 
and, apart from mere sentimental 
antipathy to the Manchu name, 
those articles should meet all prac 
tical needs of China in reform. 

Tt remains to consider the posi- 
tion from the revolutionary stand— 
point: and if we may believe that 
the Imperial party will see the

His words 
icated that in so far as the 
ygotiations were to be considered 
pregoant with effect upon British 
interests, the conversations between 
Germany and France must not 
leave Great Britain out of all 
account, 

British sapport of France was 
dictated by considerations both of 
justice and of expediency. OF 
justice, because Great Britain, by 
the agreement of 1904 if by noth- 
ing else, had certain moral obliga- 
tions which “it was meceesary to 
fulfil. Of expediency, because it 
might so happen that France, in 
the absence of moral support, might 
bo compelled by force majeure to 
agree to a settlement which might 
be almost as unsatisfactory, in the 
futare, to Great Britain, as it would 
have been in the immediate present 
to herself. That some such result 
was at one time possible, is made 
sufficiently clear by the frequent 
reports of the impendiog rupture 
of negotiations. In those circam- 
‘stances the British fleet was massed 
ia the North Ses, and, there is 
every reason to believe, once again 
performed its primary duty, not 
of waging war, bat of proven- 
ting it. IE the belief of a 
section of the German Press and 
public in the direct hositility of 
Great Britain were founded on 
fact, how easy it would have been 
to inflame public opinion in Eng- 
land at that critical time.

alcoholism ” so at the time every

The Press, for once, was, mazzled, 
and only gradually after the er 
was past, did the public learn what 
had been done. ‘The negotiations 
were to go on. Germany bad 
proclaimed that the time had come 
for a definite solution of the 
Moroccan poroblem, and that reso- 
lution baving been reached, it was 
necessary that a settlement should 
be arranged, upon fair and reason- 
able lines. Only by wilfal mis- 
representation can the British action 
toward that end be construed as a

THE DEMAND FOR DOLLARS, 

To glance back over the course of 
the revolation, the firet effects of it on 
trade were son in the abnormal di 
mand for dollars and the inability 
of the native to discharge their 
liabilities in the shape of native orders. 
The financial crisis opened on October 
16, sod on the 18th all bosinees was 
practically stopped. The native banks 
could not issue native orders without 
which no trade is possible in Chi 
Daring the two or three weeks follow. 
ing few ever thought of holding any 
other circumstance to blame so mach as 
the unsound condition of the native 
banks. It was bat nataral to hold to 
the view, which was freely held by the 
merchants, that once the native banks 
were able to settle their outstanding 
orders, they could issue native orders 
once again, and business could be 
resomed. Evidently, there is no quee- 
jing the fact that the native banks 

been day by day reducing their 
liabilities, both tothe banks and on native 
orders, 80 much eo that, for the past two 
wooks at least, twenty-one of them 
were prepared to issue orders, which 
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would have been accepted by the 
merchants. There is also no denyiog 
tthe fact that there is demand for goods 
in the country, and there were some 
transactions on the css basis. Chinese 
dealers paying in sycee and cheques on 
foreign banks, Natarally, these transso- 
tions were of 20 appreciable valae com- 
pared to the usasl amount of basiness 
done in normal times. Bat they were 
sorely indicative of the position ia the 
‘country,

© Chinese merchant, Cha Pao-san for 
the non-payment of shares, The de- 
fondant lodged an appesl 
the decision of the Mixed Court,

‘Taotai’s Appeal Court, before the Taotai 
and E. H. D. Fraser, E-q. H. B. M’s 
Consul-General, 

Mr. R. E. 8. Gregson appeared for 
the sppellant defendant, Cha Pao- 
Sap, and Mr. G. H. Wright for the 

plaiatiff and respondent. 

‘The Taotai in giving jadgement, 
‘ssid: On the 20th of the 8th moon I, 
the Tsotai, together with the British 
Consul-General tried this case and 
foond that the share sorip of the 
National Union Society purchased by 
by Chu Pao-san were £5 each: 
the sum of £1 being paid in 
‘advance, sod that the subsequent 
calls of the Company are a different 
thing from iesue of shares for 
the increase of capital, ‘The appellant 
alleges that two foreigners “CO” and 
“8” repeatedly asked and persuaded 
Chu Pao-sen to be an honorable mem- 
ber of the Committee of the said Society, 
‘and in order to be sach, he bed only to 
bay 200 shares costing £200, bat no 
mention was made that farther 
mould be required and that the said 
two foreigners made false representation 
to Cha Pso-san. The Court finds that 
Clause 4 of the Commercial Treaty 
between England sod Chios dated the 
4th day of the 8th moon ia the 28th 
0 i.e. September 5, 

Ithough it is knows 
that the Chinese have paid large sums 
of money in the parchase of shares of 
companies of other countries, yet it is 
not definitely decided whether or not it 
is lawfal for the Chinese to purchase 
such shares. Therefore shares of com- 
panies of otber countries that bave 
slready been purchased or shall here- 
‘after be purchased by Chinese must all 
be recognised as lawfal. Those who 
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fare willing to purchase shares of @ 
‘company all have certain responsibilities, 
and that there is n0 difference be- 
tween one and another. China also 

that = whener . inese 
happens to parchase shares of a com- 
pany his parchase of shares will be 
regarded as having agreed to abide 
by the articles of the Company, and 
according to the interpretation of the 
articles by the B: Court it is 
provided that if defaclt is made and the 








Company takes proceedings in the 
Chinese Court, the Chinese who 
parchesed shares should at once be 





ordered to comply with the articles of 
the Company jast as the British Court 
would order British sabject who 
parchased shares to do #0 without any 
difference or excuses.

The British Post Office, with con- 
temptuons indifference born of half-s 
century’s conservatism, bas only one 
pillar box for the whole settlement, the 
one by the General Hospital on the 
North Soochow Road. This is pre- 
sumably left there out of consideration 
for the convenience of the good Sisters 
and the hospital patients. You are 
still required to call personally at th 
Post Office to post your letters, or send 
8“ chit-coolie,” 

In the conglomeration of seven 
distinct Post Offices, your correspon- 
dent’s suggestion is worth a great deal. 
To make it quite feasible, each foreign 
Post Office must first rent « box in the 
Imperial Post Office where their letters 
could be kept until called for. Of 
course, the scheme would have to bave 
the generous co-operation of the 
Imperial Post Office, but I share 
«Via ‘confidence that the pro- 
gressive Postal Commissioner wonld be 
only too glad to render assistance in 
facilitating our present unsatisfactory 
system of letter-posting.

THE PANAMA CANAL, 


The Hon. M. A. de Young, Vice 
President of the Panama Pacific Inter- 
national Exposition. said :— 

Every American that is living ont of 
his own country is naturally interested 
in great events occarring at home, The 
two great coming events are the com- 
pletion of the Panama Canal and the 
Great international celebration of that 
event. The Canal will revolutionize 








ith which the modera machinery works 
and the 234 train loads’ worth carried 
ont per day are bringing this stapendons 
work nearly to completion, 

The canal is built on s different level, 
involving the necessity of the use oj 
enormons locks, To gain the first rises 
of eighty-five feet necessitates the use 
of three locks snd alter passing the 
Gatam cat at Pedro Magill when the 
vessels are lowered again in another 
lock thirty feet to a small Iske, and 
when the ships are lowered two steps 
more of twenty-eight and a half fest. to 
canal 500 ft. wide, they proceed on 
their way ont to the Pacific Ocean, 

A veseel will take three hours to go 
4) ap and down these steps, consuming 
twelve hours in the passage through 
the canal. 

The latter part of 1913 will 
see the completion of this work. 
Daring 1914 the canal will be, 
as it were, toned up and will be 
opened to the world in January 
1915. Congress bas designated the city 
of San Francisco as the place to hold 
the great international exposition to 
celebrate this historical event. It also 
passed a Bill to invite representatives 
from the navies of every nation in the 
world to assemble at Hampton Roads

Mr. Harris—Is s person of nervous 
disposition more likely to be affected by 
the sbock of ao operation then an 
ordinary person ?—It is almost im- 
possible to say who will be affected by 
the shock of an operation. 

Witness admitted hi 
cases in which people bad died from 
‘the shock of an operation. He conld 
not positively swear that if this opera- 
tion bad not been performed the deceased 
man would have died.
